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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed on 09/10/2008. Claims 1-14 are 
now pending. 

2. The objections and rejections not addressed below are deemed withdrawn. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this section can be found 
in a prior Office Action 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takayuki et 
al. (JP200 1-062934) in view of Neumann (US 4201308). 

The rejections stand as per the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action, 
incorporated herein by reference. 

5. Claims 5, 7-10 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takayuki et al. (JP200 1-062934) and Neumann (US 4201308) as applied to claims 1-4 in view of 
Dugan (US2002/01 10686 Al). 

The rejections stand as per the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action, 

incorporated herein by reference. 

6. Claims 6 and 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takayuki et al. (JP200 1-062934) and Neumann (US 4201308) in view of Mclnnes 
(US2002/0077391 Al). 

The rejections stand as per the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action, 
incorporated herein by reference. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 09/10/2008 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

8. Applicant alleged: "Newmann fails to teach or suggest a specific curing condition ... in 
the puncture repair mechanism." 

In response to appUcant's argument that Newmann is nonanalogous art, it has been held 
that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order 
to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 
F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the primary reference Takayuki et al. 
is in the same field of applicant's endeavor and is working on the rubber latex based composition 
of sealant, and while Newmann, the secondary reference working in different field of 
applications, disclose rubber latex sealant composition and the advantage of using clay in the 
composition. One of ordinary skill in the art would reasonably anticipate the combination of the 
tire repairing agent of Takayuki et al. with the viscosity improving clay of Newmann will 
succeed.
